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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
AKEN IN BENGAL DURING THE WEEK ENDING THE 24mm OCTO. . 
BER 1884. ; 


At the commencement of the past week, north-east monsoon conditions obtained in 

Bengal and over the Bay. Pressure was antisually high, and temperature considerably 
below the normal in Bengal and at the head of the Bay. Srrong north-east winds were 
blowing on the Coromandel coast and gave it heavy rain until the 20th, Pressure 
steadily increased in Bengal during this period, and was excessive on the 20th, when it was 
very nearly two-tenths of an inch above its mean value, Pressure now began to give way 
in northern India, and simultaneously the mete rological conditions in the Bay changed. 
The winds decreased in strength on the Madras coast, aud general rain ceased to fall. The 
conditions on the 22nd were such as usually accompany the formation of a depression and 
cyclonic disturbance in the Bay. A well marked depression was in existence on the 24th 
off the coast of Ganjam and the Gircars. It moved northwards and intensified slightly. 

The indravght to it from the south commenced to give rain to the “Orissa and South 
Bengal coast districts on the 24th, During its northward advauce along the north-west 
coast, morst custerly winds extended rapidly over the Province. General and heavy rain 
fell over the greater partof Bengal on the 24th. Next week’s review will describe the 
extension of the rainfall due to this disturbance over the whole of Behar. The disturbance 
was of slight intensity and covered a very large area. Hence the winds near the earth’s 
surface were comparatively feedle, as 1s generally the case in widely extended and diffused 
disturbances, It, however, brought up unusually large supplies of vapour, and the air was 
almost saturated for two or three days over the whole Province. The rainfall which eceom- 
panied it was hence not localized as it is in the case of small intense depressions, but 
was distributed under the most favourable circumstances over the whole Province. 

This burst of rain lasted from the 23rd, when it commenced on the Orissa coast, until the 
evening of the 26th or morning of the 27th. 

The average rainfall of the week is small. That of Orissa slightly exceeds one inch, 
The normal rainfall of the remainder of the Province ranges frow half an inch in South. 
West Bengal, to ove tenth of an inch in North Behar. Orissa, Chutia Nagpur, East and 
South-West liengal received between two and three times their normal amount. North 
Bengal obt-ined practically its average amount. ‘he rainfall was almost nil in Behar, and 
was confined to a few light showers in the Sonthal Pergnonahs area, 

Pressure was very considerably above the normal at the commencement of the week. 

It increased on Friday and Saturday, and on Sunday mornmg was above the average by 
amouuts ranging from *14” at Cuttack to *15” at Patua and *21" at Durbhungah. 

It diminished in amount by one-sixth of an inch during the next 48 hours. This was 
fillowed by a smaller rise on the 2]st and 22nd, when pressure began to give way rapidly *~ 
and simultaneously with the passage of a disturbance northwards along the north-west 
coast of the Bay. 

The mean pressure of the week was considerably above the normal, The excess 
averaged ‘05” in Orissa, 07” in Chutia Nagpur, ‘09” in Bengal, and ‘11” in Bebar, 

Temperature was much below the mean at the commeucement of the week, It increased 
slowly but steadily, and was slightly above the average on the 21st and 22nd in Bengal, and 
on the 22ud and 23rd in Kebar. A rapid fall of temperature, which commenced on the 
coast and extended westwards, followed the formation of the depression near the head of the 
Bay. The mean temperature of the week wasin defect by smalier amounts than was 
the case last week, ‘Che deficiency slightly exceeded 2° in North Behar, and was between 
1° and 2? over the remainder of tne Province, except Orissa, Chutia Nagpur, and Central & 
Behar. 

Winds were very light, local, and irregular on the 17th, 18th and’ 19th. Calms were 
recorded at a large number of stations on the 20th. Light westerly winds set in again over 
Behar on the 2ist. ‘hey geve way to easterly winds on the 23rd and 24th, on which days 
light to moderate sea winds were blowing over the whole Province, ‘the skies hence 
gradually clouded over and weatt.er became damp and slightly unsettled.

It may be possible to come to some arrangement with the Government of British 
Burmah, by which the pronounced differences of system in the administration 
of the a in respect of opium between Chittagong and Arracan may 
be somewhat shaded off. Until this is done, it seems primd facie unlikely that 
any complete remedy can be applied to the evils complained of. A copy of 
this Resolution will foewaeded to the Chief Commissioner of Burmah. 

An important seizure was made by the Hooghly police, in which over 
six maunds of contraband opium were confiscated. Tne offender was tried, 
convicted, and punished with imprisonment and fine. 

11. The number of arrests for offences against the excise laws was 4,092 
against 3,757 in the Posted year, and the number of persons convicted was. 
3,386 against 3,104. the persons arrested, 3,563 were other than licensed 
vendors, 528 committed breaches of license, and one was employed in the Excise 
Department. Compared with 1882-83 there was greater activity both on the 
part of police and excise officers in the detection of ecachies of the law. 

12, The names of the officers selected by the Board for special mention 
will be noted in the Appointment Department. The Lieutenant-Governor 
or desires to thank the Board for their careful and efficient administration of 
Excise Department during the year.

16. The Superiritendent’s report regarding Athmullik is again satisfactory. 
Although the revenue the Rajah derives from his State is under Rs. 11,000 ° 
annum, he so well husbands his resources that he is able, while maintaining hi 
own dignity, to meet the expenses of his Government, and even to effeet public 
improvements. He has, it is stated, opened out a difficult pass and constracted 
a good road leading to it, has established a school in his killah, a dis A 
and a post office entirely at his own cost. Mr Rivers Thompson desires that a 
his sense of the high character and continued good administration of the Rajah 
may be conveyed to this Chief. 


17. But few details are given in the report regarding fhe State of Boad. 
During the year under review, Baboo Madhu Sudan Rantra was Dewan, and ‘ 
since his appointment no complaints have been made against him. The Rajah 
is believed to be still heavily in debt. 


18. The Superintendent was not able to visit the Daspala State duri 
the year, and though he reports that the administration of the State has much 
improved of late, he gives no details as to what improvements have been made, 
It is, however, at least satisfactory to find that the State is now less disturbed 
than formerly. ‘The Superintendent should, if possible, visit this State during 
the next cold season, and impress on the Rajah the necessity of improving its 
material condition. 
19. The Rajah of Hindole appears to be disposed to improve his State as 
far as his means permit. He reduced his debts from Rs. 6,494 to Rs 4,366, 
has established two schools, and has undertaken to construct a road and 
dispensary as soon as his debts are cleared off. He was, during the year, very 
sinhekiuiots in his domestic concerns: his only son and heir and an infant 
daughter died, and all the buildings in his palace and nearly all his moveable 
property with a portion of his office records were destroyed by fire. 
20. The State of Keonjhur is one of the largest of the Tributary Mehals, 
its area being 3,096 square miles, but the revenue is under Rs. 90,000 per 
annum. The Maharajah continued to bear the good character he had hitherto 
borne; but the Superintendent should advise him of the advantages to be 
gained by improving the internal communications of his State. \ 
21. The small States of Pal Lehara, Khandpara, Tigira, Runpore, . 
and Nursingpore are in a very backward condition. The introduction of 
improvements in these petty mehals no doubt greatly depends on the_ personal 
character of their Chiefs, but the success which has attended the administration 
of an able Dewan in Talchere within the last four years indicates to what an 
extent under good advice and guidance the grossest mismanagement may be 
ameliorated. ; ; 
22. The administration of the Nilgiri State is reported to have been in 
a more or less chaotic condition throughout the year under report. The 
Rajah’s authority was for some time set at naught, and some cases of violence © 
were reported. ‘The services of Baboo Bholanath Das as Dewan were not 
found conducive either to good administration or to improvement of the 
relations between the Rajah and his people, and it was found necessary to ~ _ 
‘dispense with them. At the special and urgent request of the Rajah for the 
appointment of a European officer in the stead of the late Dewan, the Lieutenant-

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
ay ag BENGAL DURING THE WEEK ENDING THE 8lsr OCTO- 
BER 1884. 


Tuer meteorology of the Province at the commencement of the week under review was 
dependent upon a disturbance the formation of which was briefly described in last week’s 
report, The disturbance, as measured by the depression of the barometer, was small and 
extended over a large area. The air motion was comparatively feeble near the earth’s surface. 
The rapid drift of the clouds and the amount of vapour brousht up into the Province and 
deposited as rain indicated that the disturbance was very considerable, and the air motion 
large, in the higher atmospheric strata, It geve general and moderately heavy rain on the 
last day of the previous week to the whole of the coast districts, including Orissa, South- 
West and East Bengel. The rainfall extended over the whole Province excepting the 
northern districts of North Bengal and the adjacent districts of North Behar on the 25th, 
the first day of the week under review. It was distinctly heaviest in thd divisions border. 
ing on the coast, and several stations in South-West and East Bengal received iarge 
amounts. The rainfall extended over the whole of the interior of the Province on the 
26th, and ceased in Orissa andthe adjacent districts of South-West Bengal. The largest 
amounts fell in the northern and central districts of Behar, where a considerable number of 
stations received rainfalls varying from two to four inches in amount. 

The supply of aqueous vapour brought up by the disturbance was now apparently 
exhausted. A few light sporadic showers fell on the 27th, but the disturbance rapidly 
passed away, and fine dry cool weather, with light northerly to westerly w nds, was established 
over the whole Province again on the 28th, and continued during the remainder of the 
week. he disturbance hence lasted,from the 23rd to the 26th, and gave abundant rain 
to every part of the Province, with the exception of portions of the Singbhoom, Cuttack and 
Balasore districts, and the more northerly dis:ricts of North Bengal (iucluding Dinagepore, 
Rungpore, Cooch Behar, and Julpigoree) which received amounts differing slightly from the 
normal of the period. 

Kast Bengal received an average of 3-2 inches, or four times the normal amount, ‘8 
inch; North Behar received an average of 2°2 inches, or slightly less than four times its 
normal, ‘6 inch; South-West Hengal and Soath Behar each obtained an average of 1:6 
inches, or slightly more than twice their normal amounts ‘7 inch. North Bengal received an 
average of 1*2 inches, Chutia Nagpur ‘6 inch, and Orissa 11 inch, their respective normal 
amounts being ‘7 inch, 1°3 inches and °5 ineh. 

The rainfall of the month, which has occurr:d during two periods of disturbance 
of somewhat unusual character, in the first and last weeks of the month, is above the 
average in nearly all districts of Bengal, Behar and Chutia Nagpur. ‘I'he excess is greatest 
proportionately in North Behar, and least in Chutia Nagpur. There is a slight deficiency 
(less than 20 per cent.) in Orissa. 

Pressure was considerably above the average at the end of the last week under 
review except in Orissa, ‘The low pressure in Orissa was due to the existence of a large 
bot diffused cyclonic disturbance which formed in the Bay off the Orissa and Ganjam 
coasts. Pressure fell rapidiy over the whole Province until Sunday morning. This was 
due partly to the further development of the disturbance, and partly to its northward march 
into South-West Bengal. Pressure was *]1” below the normal of the day on Sunday morniag. 
at Calcutta, where the deficiency was greatest on that day, 

Pressure increased very rapidly during the next 24 hours, and was from *08” to ‘08” 
above the normal on Monday morning. ‘I'he depression had hence filled up during this 
interval, and the disturbance disappeared completely before the evening. During the 
remainder of the week the movements of the barometer were small iin amount and of no 
importance. The mean pressure of the week was slightly above the norm.| at all stations.” 
The excess averaged ‘01” in Chutia Nagpur, 02” in Orissa and South-West Bengal, aud -04” 
in East Bengal and Central Behar. . 

Temperature was unusually low during the week. This was partly due to the 
disturbance at the commencement of the week, which reduced temperature in all parts of 
the Province, but most largely in South Behar. The mean temperature of the 26th was 8° 
below the normal mear in South Behar. ; 

During the remainder of the week the variations from the mean were smaller. The— 
night or minimum temperatures, as usual in November, diminished more rapidly than the 
day temperature. earring, 6; 

The following table gives the minimum temperatures registered last week and during the

until the 29th, after which the winds were variable, local, and very light. This was due 
apparently to slight disturbance beyond the limits of the Province, partly in Upper India, 
and partly in the Bay. é 

Rainfall, —Tie rainfall of the week occurred during the disturbance which commenced 
on the 23rd, and passed away on the 27th, after which dry weather with clear skies obtained 
over the whole Province. It was stated in last week’s report that rain fell generally and 
iu moderately large amounts on the 2drd or 24th in Orissa, South-West Bengal and the 
greater purt of East Bengal. General rain was received on the 24th, the first day of the 
week under review, over the whole of Orissa, South-West Bengal, East and North Bengal 
(excepting the Northern districts including Dinagepore, Rungpore, Julpigoree, and Cooch 
Bebar,) Chutia Nagpur, South Behar, and the western districts of North Behar. The 
rainfall was fairly distributed, but was distinctly heaviest in Orissa, South-West and East 
Bengal. The following smounts exceeding three inches were registered at 6 p.m. :—

No rain fell on the 24th over Orissa and the greater part of South-West Bengal, and 
the south districts of Chutia Nagpur. The remainder of the Province received general rain 
which was heavy over the greater part of Behar, moderate in North and East Bengal, and 
light in Chutia Nagpur and the Sonthal Pergunnahs. The following amounts exceeding 3 
inches were registered at 6 Pas. :—

A few light local showers fell on the 27th, chiefly in Kast and North Bengal and North 
Behar, No rain occurred in any part of the Province during the remainder of the week. 
"Every district of East Kengal and South-West Bengal received abundant rain during 
the week. In North Bengal the rainfall was considerably in excess in the south-eastern 
districts of Bogra and Pubna, which shared the abundant rain that fell in East Bengal, I 
was slightly in excess in the central «nd south-western districts. Julpigoree, Cooch Fehar, 
and Darjeeling, on the other hand, received barely 50 per cent. of the normal fall of the 
week. 
In Behar, every district, except the Sonthal Pergunnahs, received a larger rainfall than 
the normal. The Durbhanga, Gya and Patna districts obtained by far the largest amounts 
averaging from four to six times the normal fall of the week. Over the greater part of 
Chutia Nagpur the rainfall was slightly in excess, but was below it in the Balasore, Cuttack 
and Singhboom districts. Hence the rainfall of the week was most abundant in those dis- 
tricts of Behar, Central and East Bengal, where it was most deficient in the preceding 
monsoon months. :

by the Lieutenant-Governor under section 15 of Act IL (B.C.) of 1884 :— 


Of the qualification of voters. 


1. Persons otherwise qualified to vote must be males, who have resided 
within the limits of the municipality for one year provious to the date of the 
election. 

2 Subject to the above rule, all eee who have, during the year 
immediately preceding the election, paid an aggregate amount of not less than 
Re. 1-8 in respect of any rates imposed by the \ct, and who have been duly 
registered as hereinafter provided, shall be qualified to vote, 

8. Subject to the proviso contained in rule 1, any person who, being a 
member of a joint undivided family, one of the sae of which has, during K 
the year sewcsding such election, patd in respect of any of the rates imposed by 
the Act an aggregate amount of not less than Re.
